“ A djournm ent of the admission of 
G erm an y ’s admission to the League 
has been agreed upon under certain 
conditions.”

All the councillors apparently did 
not participate in the 
conference, 
which resulted in the postponement 
decision and a w arm fight within 
the council resulted.

WISHES STOCK-TAKING BY GEO­ 
LOGICAL SURVEY OF NA­ 
TION’S RESOURCES

16. —- The 
groundwork for a comprehensive d e­ 
velopment of all waterways was pro­ 
posed today by Representative New ­ 
ton, republican, Minnesota. 
Newton presented a bill 
in 
the 
house for a stock tak in g by th e geo­ 
logical survey of the nation’s water 
resources to provide basis for an ex­ 
tensive development program. 
The 
inventory, u n d er the bill, must be 
completed w ithin 20 years. 
The survey is required to collect 
d a ta “ th a t will be required in m a k ­ 
ing a comprehensive plan for devel­ 
oping both surface and groundwork 
for domestic an d industrial supplies, 
irrigation, 
navigation, 
power 
and 
other uses, and for conservation and 
control of flood waters.” 
Newton said his bill has the back­ 
ing of the secretary of the Interior, 
a score or more of w ate rw a y engi­ 
neers and the ran k and file of the 
population of the middle west. 
“ All of the people of the middle 
west,” Newton said, “ know th a t th e 
waterways are needed for tra n sp o r­ 
tation purposes. 
There are many 
available w aterw ays th a t should be 
utilized because th e railroads will 
soon be unable to meet t ra n s p o rta ­ 
tion demands. 
“ Some commodities th a t cannot be 
moved by rail could be shipped at 
greatly reduced prices if available 
waterways were properly developed. 
The waterways would not eliminate 
the railroads, but would supplement 
th em .” 
By developing inland water routes, 
Newton said, shippers in the Missis­ 
sippi valley region wrould enjoy the 
same 
cheap 
w ater 
transportation 
th a t the P an am a canal provided for 
coast to coast shippers.

nouncement th a t income 
tax

ments for th e first quarter of 1926 
exceeded by more than 
$6,000,000 
the paym ents for the same period 
last year. 
The huge increase came as a big 
surprise in view of the reduced rates 
of the new income ta x law which 
had been expected to cut the federal 
revenues by substantial margins. 
Receipts in th e north ern district 
of Illinois up to mid night were $19,- 
327,205.82 ag ain st a total of 
$13,- 
273,168.37. for the first quarter of 
1925. 
The Agura*, .for this year arc 
expected to be raised still furthe r by 
paym ents mailed late last night and 
as yet to be tabulated. 
The greatly Increased 
payments 
were attrib u ta b le by Mabel G. Roln- 
ecke, collector of in ternal 
revenue, 
to th e prosperity of big corporations 
of this area. 
The largest single payment, 
she 
said, was $1,820,000 which was only 
for the first quarter of the year. 
Income tax payments, collected up 
to midnight, throughout I he coun­ 
try, tell a story of Increased pros­ 
perity In almost every section, re­ 
ports to the United Press said today. 
Despite reduction in tho tax rate 
and th e exemptions for individuals, 
many collectors reported greater re ­ 
ceipts and a larger num ber of 
re ­ 
tu rn s than ever before, 
indicating 
geater 
incomes and 
an 
increased 
num ber of persons, whose 
incomes 
had come into tin1 taxable class des­ 
pite higher exemption. 
In th e Chicago district, collections 
were some five to six million dollars 
more 
than 
last 
year, 
attrib uted 
largely 
to 
increased 
prosperity GEORGE R 
am ong corporations. 
In the New Y’ork district collec­ 
tions were estimated to be about th e 
same as last year, despite decreased 
rates. 
In the Pittsburgh district, a large 
industrial center, 
collections 
were 
estimated at a million dollars more 
than a year ago. 
Corporation returns far in excess 
of a year ago were reported by the 
collector. 
P art of the failure to show collec­ 
tions reduced in proportion to tax 
reductions was generally attributed 
to more people paying their taxes 
in one payment instead of 
install­ 
ments but 
most 
collectors 
agreed 
th a t not all of the heavy collections 
could be attributed to th a t source.

PUBLICITY. NEWSPAPERS THE BEST MEDIUM 


P u b l i c i t y is the art of telling the world your story. 
Ii may 
be done in various ways. 
The most reliable is by newspapers as 
a news story. 
That is assured the consideration of the regular 
reading public which takes the paper. 
The circular letter has some appeal, but it depends upon the 
kind of a mailing list you have. 
A live list brings results, but a 
poorly kept list of course reduces the efficiency of the letter. 
Billboards tell their story too, but increasing the speed of 
cars in the country to 35 miles an hour leaves little time for driver 
or car occupant to scan the board. 
Club women of the nation 
have taken up the cudgels against billboards which mar residence 
sections or beautiful scenery out of town. 
Hadio has a mission too in the field of publicity. 
The only 
trouble is that you have limited knowledge as to the size of your 
audience. If you are a prosy speaker, a turn of the dial eliminates 
you for orchestra or other music. 
Our Brainerd program given 
on WCCO January, a year ago, was fairly successful, over 300 
responses being received from 1‘2 states. 
Another novel way to secure publicity is with moving pic­ 
tures. 
The Elks state convention was filmed in a 15 minute reel 
and has been shown in Finkelstein & Ruben and other theatres in 
three states. 
It is the first time an Elks state convention was 
filmed and was made possible by shifting the parade from even­ 
ing to afternoon. 
The field of literature has been an effective agency in creat­ 
ing public opinion and giving publicity to a cause. 
Harriet 
Beecher Stowe dealt the slave trade a blow with “ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” and Cervantes gave feudalism a fatal thrust. 
The playwright also gives publicity to great movements. 
For instance, “The Last Word” written by Mrs. Sumner McKnight 
and two collaborators became a most effective medium to call at­ 
tention to the League of Women Voters and to raise money for 
the organization. 
Bryan was perhaps the greatest exponent of voicing an ap­ 
peal. 
The printed word carries the argument but it cannot en­ 
tirely depict the personality of the speaker. 
It does not give the 
mannerisms of the speaker, the inflection of the voice, the per­ 
sonal magnetism that may be evident, the beauty and charm of 
the orator. 
The work of a publicity agent is not merely recording things 
that happen in the particular sphere he takes up and gaining pub­ 
licity for such things, but the greatest talent lies in “starting” 
things when required. -----o------------

In order to give additional protec­ 
tion to the ruffed grouse or part­ 
ridge in Minnesota, Governor Theo­ 
dore Christianson on request of Com­ 
missioner J. F. Gould of the Game 
and Fish Department, has issued an 
order forbidding the shooting of this 
popular game bird this year. 
The 
law provides for an open season be­ 
ginning October 15th and extending 
to November 20th, but on account of 
the unusual depletion in supply of 
partridge by reason of disease, in­ 
clement weather during each season 
and other causes the past two years, 
it was deemed necessary to give the 
partridge or ruffed grouse additional 
protection for another year. 
Reports from all sections where 
partridge have been numerous in the 
past years establish the fact

they are practically extinct at this 
time.
